WASHINGTON, — The first ma- 
jor test of the Army’s “Pentomic 
structure” will take place during 
Exercise King Cole, scheduled for 
the Louisiana maneuver area 
around Fort Polk between March 
27 and April 16.

WASHINGTON—The pay 
of every service member is 
“completely protected” under 
the bill drafted to put into ef- 
fect the Cordiner Committee’s 
new military pay structure, 
Army officials said this week. 

Disturbed by the unfavorable re- 
action within the Army to some 
aspects of the proposed new pay 
system, which drops longevity 
in favor of a merit pay 
with higher rank in all cases draw- 
ing higher pay than lower ranks, 
the Army explained somé of the 
apparent money losses some. parts 
of the new pay system imply.

Court Broadens Overseas Right 


WASHINGTON.—The Court of 
Military Appeals has broadened the 
right of a military service to court- 
martial its civilians overseas. 

The court held that even if the 
civilian skips to the States he still 
may be liable to court martial—if 


the service ever catches him overs 


seas again. 

The accused in this case was 
Joseph Rubenstein, who went. to 
Japan as a worker for the Army 
in 1948. Three years later he 
transferred to the Air Force’s 
Landing Strip Civilian Club near 
Tokyo. 

While there, according to the 
Court of Appeals, he did some 
‘black marketing in good drinking 
whisky. A few days before he 
was to return to the States in the 
spring of 1952, the military in- 
vestigators paid him a Call.

HE ARMY acted wisely in trying, this week, to answer 
T some of the objections which have arisen in the wake of 
the Cordiner pay proposals. (See story, Page 1). Through 
misunderstanding probably based on inadequate informa- 
tion; many’a soldier in the field was ready to call quits to 
his career as he faced up to a pay cut under the new system 
or, at best, saw himself stuck in a dead-end job. Even now, 
it will certainly take much more study and further exchange 
‘of opinion before this involved procedure can be made under- 
standable to all; but at least the Army experts made these 


things reasonably clear: 

@ No one now in the Army will immediately lose any 
money through the changeover, should it come about. 

@ Whichever is the higher pay, under the old or the 
new system, will be extended to retirement. 

@ Enlisted men who move from SFC or master ser- 
geant grades into the commissioned ranks will not have to 
take the lower pay of the basic second lieutenant. (This was 
a sore point with many Army Times readers). 

And another thing made fairly clear—although it wen’t 
make those affected any happier to know it—is that the loss 
of longevity pay, as proposed by the Cordiner Committee, 
will hit particularly hard those junior officers who now 
have a number of years creditable for pay purposes. 

These are men—and there are thousands of them—who 
came up from the ranks or earned years of credit in the Re- 
serve. It is true that the saving clause of the Cordiner plan 
prevents them from losing money. But many of them will 
get no raise, either, not for years and, in some cases, two 
promotions later. 

A typical instance of how. this would work is given in 
our news story on Page 1, so we will not go into it again, 
here. Even a cursory study of the old and new rates for the 
more senior lieutenants and captains will show, however, 
that by wiping out longevity increases the Cordiner proposal 
also wipes out about $4000 in the future earnings of these 
men over a period of 10 years. To say, then, that no one will 
take an actual pay cut under the changeover is to beg the 
question. The money is going to be lost to these men and 
their families, whether now or in the next decade, 

... Providing they stick around long enough to take it, 
tliat is. Indeed, if the Cordiner pay study group had de- 
liberately set out to discourage these hard-core company 
grade officers, it could hardly have found a better way 
to do so. . 

The fact is that by blandly applying a “Methusaleh” tag 
to the current system of longevity pay, the Cordiner Com- 
mittee is trying to adapt both the dialect and the thinking 
processes of Madison Avenue to our Armed Forces. They 
won’t fit. 

There are evils in the longevity system, certainly, just 
as they exist everywhere else. But we hardly think that the 
only complete cure for anything lies in its extermination. 
Even the Hook Commission, which was pretty tight-fisted in 
its efforts to raise service pay in 1949, did not go so far 
as the Cordiner group proposes to do. Instead, it effected 
a partial cure by calling a halt, at various points in a man’s 
career, to the amount of fogies which could be paid him. In 
turn, the 1955 pay act, as finally passed, concentrated its 
increases at the normal career pattern points, giving very 
little more money to those over-long in grade. 

What makes the Cordiner proposals even less palatable, 
too, it seems to us, is that they give no increases whatever 
to men in the lower enlisted and commissioned grades. This 
ignores the rice in the cost of living as well as the fact that 
paid social security was substituted on January 1 for the 
free type and the $10,000 indenjinity. 

Perhaps what is needed is a new approach to the pay 
question—and if Cordiner can’t do it, maybe Congress can. 
Increases. might start, for example, at the E-2 and O-2 
levels, getting larger as they move up the line of grades and 
concentrated mostly at the normal career points. This would 
generally follow the Cordiner proposals to some extent, but 
it would allow too for recognition of sorhe good officers 
whose pace through the career. pattern has been slower than 
others because of previous enlisted service.

If this should turn out to be the 
current Army sense of justice and 
fair play to those who have given 
time-honored service, now is the 
time for all of us to check out of 
the ball game. 

As to the jobs involved, I have 
seen more than a few excess ser- 
geants major try my job as opera- 
tions sergeant and walk away 
screaming.

NEW lieutenants after 
proposed act becomes law will 
draw $222 a month unless they 
are commissioned from enlisted 
grades E-6 or E-7. The Cordiner 
Committee recognizes that the way 
not only must be kept open for 
enlisted men to get commissions 
but that it must be made worth- 
while for them to do so. 

Therefore, men who are ap- 
pointed to second lieutenant from 
enlisted grade E-6 (sergeant first 
class or specialist first class) are 
to receive the entry pay of a first 
lieutenant, even while holding the 
commission of a second lieutenant, 
They will draw this pay ($335 a 
month) until their officer status 
catches up with their pay status.

Fireworks or False Alarms, Explosives. 
Disposal Expert Takes ‘Em 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex. — 
SFC Donald E. Calhoon, an ex- 
plosive ordnance disposal expert 
of Fourth Army headquarters, has 
had busy days: But none busier 
than four he spent last month, 
according to his report to his CO. 
Maj. M. B. Parker, of the 546th 
Ord. Det. (EOD). 

Calhoon’s assignments in those 
four days included a carload of 
questionable scrap, a truckload of 
fireworks, a “mad bomber” com- 
plete with bomb, TNT, and a mis- 
sile mystery that is still unsolved, 

The rush started Jan. 9 for Cal- 
hoon, who is on detached service 
at the San Jacinto Ordnance 
Depot, near Houston. 

That morning, he was called 


to a metal company where he | 


found a railroad car loaded with | 
scrap apparently collected from 
an artillery range. The metal | 
company’s owner had no guaran- 
tee that the ammo had been 
checked by an ordnance expert 
and was understandably worried 
about unloading it. 

Next, he was called to a resi- 


dence. The occupant had a half- 
pound package he. thought con- 
tained TNT. Calhoon found the 


occupant was right. 
* . ” 


NEXT MORNING Calhoon was 
called to a Houston fire station. 
The firemen had a truckload of 
confiscated fireworks for him to 
dispose of. He took them to the 





depot for disposal and was im- 
mediately called back into town 
to pick up 45 rounds of .50 cali- 
|ber ammo. While he was doing 
that, the Houston police chased 
him down and took him to another 
neighborhood, where they. intro- 
duced him to a boy with a bomb. 

It was an impressive looking 
infernal machine, with two con- 
| densers and two resistors wired to 
leads sprouting from a tin can 
which was filled with some heavy 
substance and securely taped. 
Calhoon gingerly dismantled the 
object,. and tentatively identified 
the charge as dirt. (A laboratory 
later confirmed this).

Friday, Jan. 11, was a compara- 
tively easy day fort Calhoon. - All 
he did was blow up his. collection 
of fireworks, 2000 rounds of .50 
cal. ammunition, and a box of pis- 
tol flares.

— Grinning 
mess sergeants at this post last 
week unrolled the Army’s new 
master menu for 1957, a dietetic- 
ally prepared “bible” which plots 
the digestive course of over a mil- 
lion soldiers and reads like a 
gourmet’s ransom in calories. 


Here’s a few of the tasty items 
the average Fort Dix serviceman 
ean expect this year: At least 
one thick steak a week, allotments 
of 25 gallons of homemade soup, 
nearly 100 gallons of pasteurized 
milk and an individual. average 
of two 100-pound bags of prime 
potatoes, baked, mashed and 
French fried. 


Barring an unhealthy appetite, 
Pvt. Joe Jones, soldier gourmet, 
will sample juicy roast beef slabs 
more than 150 times this year. 
He’ll also knife and fork his way 
through enough pork chops to’ sat- 
isfy Li’l Abner, and, on about 100 
occasions, will blissfully down 
mouthfuls of hotcakes bathed in 
syrup and butter. 

Though the Army will see that 
its epicurean wards have plenty 
of opportunity during training to 
work off these 4000 calories per 
day, it’s not going to deny the 
soldier all the butter he wants, 
coffee or tea three times daily, 
and ice cream served to him over 








200 times a year, not to mention 
ripe watermelons and cantaloupes 
served three times a week during 
the hot weather months. 

Additionally the Dix trencher- 
man can accompany his beef and 
steak with a monthly choice from 
over 40 condiments including 
sauces, peppers, jelly, pickles, 
peanut butter and the perennial 
ketchup.

House Bills Would Equalize 
PL 810 Retirement Penalties 


As repeatedly pointed out by 
this column — and the subject of

— officers have their retirement 
pay computed on the number of 
years credited for pay purposes, 
while enlisted men having more 
time for pay purposes than active 
duty are.denied this right. Rep. 
Bob Wilson (R., Calif.) and J. 
T. Rutherford (B., Tex.) have in- 
troduced bills to eliminate this 
discrimination against enlisted 
men, 

Department of Defense is ex- 
pected to give the measure its full 


‘suppport and endorsement. 





Travis Case 


Court of Claims has ruled 
(Travis vs, U.S. No,. 5-53) that 
an officer retiring under Title II 
of PL 810, with service at the 
U.S. Military Academy prior to 
Nov. 12, 1918 had “service in any 
capacity” which would entitled him 
to the 75 percent retirement- pay. 
This decision overruled a pre- 
vious court decision (Gilmartin 
vs. U.S.) that cadet service was 
not military duty within the mean- 
ing of. Par. 4, Section 15 of the 
1942 pay act. 

This broader interpretation of 
the pay act of 1942, as amended 
by the 1949 act, may open the way 
for another review in behalf of 
Reserve officers retiring under 
Title III of PL 810 so that their 
WW/1 service may entitle them to 
the 75 percent retirement pay. 

Senator John Sparkman (D., 
Ala.) and Rep. George Huddleston 
D., Ala.) have reintroduced their 
measures to give the Reserve of- 
ficers this benefit.

Death Gratuity 


To answer the many queries re- 
ceived by Army Times: the six 
months’ death gratuity, payable to 
appropriate survivor of an officer 
or enlisted man who dies while 
on active duty, is made only when 
death occurs while deceased was 
on active duty or within 120 days 
after finishing the period of AD. 
Other than this, survivor of re- 
tired personnel who die from other 
than service-connected disabilities 
are not included. 








Dual Pay 

A War II emergency officer— 
called “AUS”—who retired for dis- 
ability is not a Reserye officer 
within the meaning of the dual 
compensation law, according to 
the Court of Claims. 

This means that if the “AUS” 
retired officer enters the federal 
government service in a civilian 
capacity he cannot enjoy the same 
privileges extended to Reserve of- 
ficers who have retired. 

For example, Reserve officers 
retired under Title Ii] of PL 810, 
if they retained their Reserve 
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commissions, may be employed as 
civilians by the federal govern- 
ment and receive both civil servy- 
ice pay and their Reserve retire- 
ment pay.

The ruler of Algeria—a gentle 
man calling himself Dey of Algiers 
—was in fact a sort of head mob- 
ster, the boss of a criminal gang. 
The revenue of his government 
was derived from the sale of the 
proceeds of these piracies, znd 
from the ransom of innocent per- 
sons (passengers and crew mem- 
bers) who-were, while awaiting the 
arrival of the ransom money, held 
in slavery under the most brutal 
conditions. 

Any maritime nation desiring 
immunity for its ships and citizens 
could purchase that immunity by 
paying an annual tribute to the 
Dey—znd of course to the other 
chiefs of the Barbary pirates too, 
the rulers of Tripoli and Tunis, 
These were also independent heads 
of States, who used their inde- 
pendence to prey on peaceful trade. 
or to demand a pay-off for allowing 
it to pass. 

The depredations ofthese inde- 
pendent states of the Barbary coast 
are pzrt-of the early history of. the 
United States. We began by trying 
to negotiate. We paid tribute. 
Finally an exasperated Congress 
began to build a Navy. We fought 
an inconclusive little war r with the

pirate. states from 1801 to 1805, At 
last, after the War of 1812, Com- 
modores Decatur end Bainbridge 
were sent to the Mediterranean 
with a force sufficient to overawe 
the pirate chiefs. Decatur exacted 
peace from the Dey of Algiers on 
the basis of a two-hour ultimatum. 
Thereafter we maintained a squad- 
ron in the Mediterranear. for meny 
years, to insure the safety of our 
ships and people. 
~ * * 

THERE CAN be no question, as 
Dr. Zeineddine says so eloquently, 
that “Algeria enjoyed full state- 
hood before French occupation. It 
enjoyed the right of full sover- 
eignty as well as the exercise of 
that right.” But there can also be 
no question that tne ruler of Al- 
geria exercised his: ‘sovereign right 
for the purpose of preying upon 
innocent pzssers-by, upon traders, 
seamen and merchants using the 
high seas on their lawful occasions. 

Unhappily there are indications 

that the view of international 

morality entertained by the Dey 
of Algiers and his paratical as- 
sociates prior to 1830 is not 
greatly different from that en- 
tertained by certain Arab gov- 
ernments—notably those of Sy- 

ria and Egypt—in 1957. 

The Syrian government, for ex- 
ample, in violation of its solemn 
agreement, first blows up a pipe- 
line system carrying oil in free 
commerce across its territory, and 
then arrogantly sets conditions for 
the restoration of this commerce. 

The Egyptian government of 
Colonel Nesser seizes a great inter- 
national waterway, the Suez Canal, 
and now is making conditions as to 
the circumstances under which 
commerce through that waterway 
can be restored. 

Colonel Nasser’s government 
likewise imprisons foreign nation- 
als, robs them of their private 
property, expels them from the 
country; it seizes foreign property 
in Egypt; it claims the “right” to 
prevent innocent pessage through 
the Gulf’ of Aqaba. All this is in 
the sacred name of sovereignty. 
Any use of force against the soVer- 
eign state of Egypt is denounced as 
“aggression”. As with Algiers in 
1830.

Feb. 24th, expected to give travel 
to the territory a big boost. 
Advance bookings by Pacific 
Northern Airlines, which operates 
between Alaska and the Pacific 
Northwest states, indicated a rec- 
ord throng will be on hand for the 
celebration. 

The Anchorage festival, with 
the motto: “All For Fun and Fun 
For All,” is expected to attract 
fun-loving spectators from the 
Pacific Coast states as well as from 
all over the Territory. Contest- 
ants for the various dog sled races 
and athletic events are already 
entered from most of Alaska and 
a few of the Pacific Northwest 
states. 

Featured events on the program 
include Championship Dog Sled 
Races with everything from auto 
racing to wrestliig and baking 
contests to square dancing thrown 
in, Other attractions include the 
“Bonanza Days” program by the 
Anchorage Little Theater; ski 
events; ice hockey and curling 
tourneys; and the ever-important 
fur auction.

Split Rock 
Ski Slopes

SPLIT ROCK, Pa.—wWhile snow 
has blanketed the Big Boulder 
ski slopes in recent weeks, a new 
snow-making machine has been 
installed here to ‘help nature keep 
her date with skiing visitors. 

Capable of covering the whole 
400,000 feet of the Big Boulder 
area with a snow-coating of 10 
inches, ‘the new plant is one of 
the largest and most modern in 
the eastern ski regions. 

The product, a fleecy white 
frosty substance, packs quickly 
and is just as good, certainly more 
reliable, than winter’s best product, 
according té Johnny Johnson, the 
Swedish-born ski instructor at 
Split Rock. 

Snythetic snow is made by creat- 
ing atomized water, W. D. Herr- 
mann, géneral manager of the Split 
Rock resort, explained. The water 
is sprayed over the slopes from a 
system of aluminum pipes. Power 
is supplied by three huge compres- 
sors. 

‘More than 8,000 feet of pipe car- 
ries the air and water over the Big 
Boulder trails. Sufficent snow for 
skiing can be made within a few 
hours.

FORT MEYER, Va. — In 1907, 
four years after the Wright broth- 
ers successfully flew their first 
flying machine at Kitty Hawk, the 
War Department beeame interest- 
ed in air power. 

While brother Wilbur was tour- 
ing Europe with a similar plane, 
Orville took a plane to Fort “Myer 
to demonstrate it for the Army. 
The contract price for an airplane 
capable of meeting Signal Corps 
specifications was $25,000. In the 
agreement with the Army, it was 
understood that two Army officers 
would be instructed to fly.

AMONG THE OFFICERS chosen 
were, Army Lts. Frank P. Lahm 
and Thomas E. Selfridge. 

On the Fort Myer parade groun 
overlooking the Potomac River and | 
Washington, Orville and his pas- 
gengers made a number of flights 
during the month he was there. 

Many notables, including Pres. 
Taft and his cabinet had journeyed 
across the river to Fort Myer 
Heights and joined the crowd of 
spectators to watch the kite-like 
machine fly. 

The Army contract had four re- 
quirements: the plane must re- 
main aloft over an hour; have an 
airspeed of 40 mph; carry two per- 
sons, and be light enough to be 
carried in an Army Wagon. 

On Sept. 17, 1908, Orville Wright 
and Lt. Selfridge prepared for an- 
other routine flight. A pair of new 
propellers. were installed to in- 
crease air speed.

To Health 








FORT MEADE, Md. — 
Children should learn good 
health habits early, according 
to Meade’s health nurse, Capt. 
Mary Morris. Through close 
liaison between Capt. Morris 
and the teaching staff, an ex- 
tensive health training pro- 
gram for children from three 
to five years of age is a part 
of the kindergarten school 
curriculum. 

Before enrollment of a new 
kindergartner, parents must report 
to the nurse and provide a medical 
record of their child, which will 
include proof of required immu- 
nizations and dental check. 

The health program includes: 

® Screening tests for all chil- 
dren of kindergarten age. Given 
by volunteer parents and rechecked 
by. the nurse, these tests include 
vision, hearing and speech, 

® Teacher-nurse conferences. 
Classroom observations by both the 
nurse and the teacher permit early 
detection of possible health prob- 
lems and prompt referral to physi- 
cians. The nurse then performs 
follow-up routine to insuré proper 
medical care. 

® Treatment by physicians for 
those children who show signs of 
deviation from normal health 
standards, 

® Immunization. The. same in- 
jections required by the State De- 
partment of Education and Health, 


plus Salk immunization, are 
“musts” for entrance. 
® Safeguards against commu- 


nicable diseases such as whooping 
éough and measles by early ex- 
clusion of children who are ill. 

® Health training in class. 
Children are taught the essentials 
of hygiene and persona! cleanliness 
so that they may acquire good 
health habits in their formative 
years. 

® First aid lessons. The staff 
is instructed in the basic rudiments 
of first aid by the nurse. This in- 
struction is given in turn to the 
pupils by teachers with materials 
provided by the Army. 

® Building sanitation. Sanitary 
facilities in the school building are 
inspected periodically and a high 
standard of cleanliness maintained.

It doesn’t pre- 
tend to tell everything about duty 
in the Canal Zone, but welcomes 
the troops officially on behalf. of 
the Army commander. 

Having been travéling for days 
and weeks by bus, car, train, plane 
and finally by ship (or, occasional- 
ly, plane), the by-now harried and 
harassed mother who has been 
trying to look after a couple of kids 
suffering from cabin fever, only 
wants one thing. She wants to move 
into her home, ‘to settle down, to 
feed the kids, give them a bath, put 
them to bed. And that’s just what 
she can do. 

The booklet says that the canal 
Zone is a choice assignment, then 
the welcome proves it in fact. To 
make it even better and easier 
for families leaving the States, 
each soldier being assigned to 
the Canal Zone will receive a 
copy of the pamphlet so that he’ll 
be able to plan ahead and save 
time,. trouble and money.

Most of my work 
of that period was imitative. They 
were cliches. But as long as that 
was what the salons wanted, they 
were accepted, exhibited, and I 
was pleased.”

an extreme departure from every- 
thing he had ever done with the 
camera, : 

“IT started doing documentary 
photography for the Farm Security 
Administration. I became con- 
cious of a new concept. Photo- 
graphs could be used to communi- 
cate ideas and. emotions. Here, 
honesty and truthfulness in tech- 
nique were important to make the 
pictures convincing. But tech- 
niques, composition, design and 
print quality were secondary to the 
statement the photograph made. 
The selection of viewpoint, the 
moment wf exposure, the total ef- 
fect on the observer became para- 
mount. 

“At this point, I -became 
aware, too, of the satisfaction of 
working with a functional, ar- 
tistic medium. J discovered that 
all great art has been functional 
and has served some purpose 
other than the gratification of 
the artist. 

“I wanted to make photographs 
that had universal appeal, that 
were seen by a large audience; 
photographs that informed this 


audience, entertained them, or pro- 
voked them. 


“The picture magazine was the 


answer, and I became a magazine 


photographer. Now I have my 
audience, about 20 million people. 
I can use any camera, any tech- 








nique, any idea, go anywhere in 
the world.” 

So there you have it, but of 
course, only in a nutshell. Involved 
in this progress of a photographer 
from snapshooter and salonist to 
purposeful photographer, was much 
reading in the history of photog 
raphy, looking at many, many pic 
tures both past and present, con- 
tact with other photographers, and 
of course “much shooting of all 
sorts of subjects on all sorts of 
assignments. 

What he has learned of his field 
during these years, he has put to- 
gether in a book (Photojournal 
ism” published at $5.95 by Am- 
photo) which was reviewed in this 
column sometime ago, but is worth 
mentioning again for its value as 
a basic introduction to the field 
for aspiring photojournalists. 

> * +. 

WHEN ASKED what he consid- 
ers to be the most controversial 
photograph he has. taken during 
his 22 years as a photojournalist, 
Rothstein cites the skull picture 
reproduced on this page. 

“This piéture of a bleached 
skull on the alkali flats of South 
Dakota’s Badlands was made in 
the spring of 1986,” he explains. 
“Later that summer, it was selected 
from the government files and cir 
culated by a news photo syndicate, 
with a different caption, to illus- 
trate the severe drought in- the 
Great Plains area. I was accused 
of producing a faked picture and 
the photograph became an issue in 
the presidential campaign of that 
year.” 

As for the oldest person he has 
photographed, it is Grandma (Anna 
Robertson): Moses, whose picture, 
reproduced on this page} was used 
as a Look cover recently. Rothstein 
comments: She “is the most youth- 
ful 96-year-old \woman I have ever 
seen. Her sense of humor is 
superb, and her smile is as fem- 
inine and coquettish as a teen- 
ager’s.” 

Now that one contest is over, 
get ready for another, this one 
sponsored by headquarters. As 
you may already know, it is the 
Seventh Interservice Photog- 
raphy Contest-to be held at the 
Pentagon in December of this 
year. 

According to an official release, 
Army personnel throughout the 
world are asked to submit entries 
in the All-Army Photography Con- 
test to compete in preliminary con- 
tests at Army installations. Similar 
announcements have been made to 
Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps 
servicemen. The winners in each 
of the services will be sent to 
Washington, where they will be 
judged for the final selections, 
which will hang in an exhibition at 
the .Pentagon, as in past years. 

The contest is open to personnel 
who have been on active duty for 
more than 90 days and their pic 











tures must have been taken on or 
after Jan. 1, 1956. An interesting 
variation this year, on a subject 
that has caused some criticism in 
other contests, is the fact -that 
professional and amateur photog- 
raphers are in separate classes, 
thus avoid competing with each 
other (the bone of contention). 

The pros will include military 
photographers and the winners in 
previous contests. Those who use 
photography purely as a _ recrea- 
tional outlet are considered ama- 
teurs. There will be prizes in both 
classes with three wiriners’ in each 
of the three categories,

Fort Chaffee training records fell 
recently to Battery D, Ist Bn., Ist 
FA Tng.

BRAckGROUND TO GLORY (Life 
of George Rogers Clark). by 
John Bakeless. J. B. Lippincott 
Co., Philadelphia. 386 pages. $6. 


Few of America’s early leaders 
are less known than George Rogers 
Clark. None is more deserving of 
a good, definitive biography, such 
as this book is. 

This beautifully done book is 
primarily a soldier’s story, about a 
magnificently-resourceful — soldier. 
But it is a good deal more than a 
soldier-story, too.’ It is a book 
nature-lovers will enjoy and keep. 
And it is a book about Indians by 
an author who understands the mis- 
understood Redmen 

George Rogers Clark (his brother 
William was to win fame on the 
Lewis and Clark Expedition) was a 
redheaded giant who fought and 
won what was then a vast wilder- 
ness stretching from the Al- 
leghenies to the Mississippi. It 
was land of bone-cracking cold, 
blistering heat, endless forest, and 
always plenty of dangerous and 
cunning Indians. 

And there were always British 
and French “agents”. hankering to 
get the vast tract under their own 
flag. 

Any man who can rightfully 
claim he brought a whole state into 
the American Union is rated Great. 
George Rogers Clark put six new 
stars in- the flag and made pos- 
sible the addition of three others 
later on. 

The shabbiest treatment ever 
heaped upon a great and deserving 
man was all the young Republic 
could, or would, offer Gen. George 
Rogers Clark. When he was old, 
with one leg amputated, twisted by 
rigid paralysis, and nearly blind, 
the: politicians sent him. an en- 
graved sword.

(Another in a Series) 
[NFo of value if and when you are ever stationed 
in Arkansas: 

® Taxes—Main tax of concern to servicemen in 
Arkansas is the two percent levy on sales. The 
state has both a personal property tax and income 
tax but excludes military pay and taps only resi- 
dents for personal property. 

® Autos—Drivers may use the plates of their 
home states as long as they do not become legal 
residents of Arkansas. The state will also honor 
the out-state licenses of both servicemen and de- 
pendents. But plates and licenses must be from 
the same state. 

There is no vehicle inspection requirement and 
none of the counties have their own tags. There is 
a financial responsibility law however which re- 
quites drivers to be protected up to $5000/$10,000 
bodily injury and $5000 property damage. Indi- 
vidual posts may have their own insurance and/or 
inspection requirements. 

® Trailers—Trailerites must license their mobile 
homes if they tow them to the park but not if they 
are just occupied as residences. Fees are based 
on gross trailer weight but there are no special 
insurance requirements. 

® Schools — School students are required to 
spend their final semester in a state high school 
te graduate but there are certain exceptions for 
service ehildren. Parents are advised to check 
local school officials on this and other questions 
as soon after arrival as possible. 

® Hunting and Fishing—Game laws in the state 
allow servicemen who are permanently based there 
to buy resident licenses. Other servicemen must 
pay non-resident fees, Fees are $1.50 each for 
fishing, hunting and a dog-use permit, for residents. 
Non-residents pay $5.00 to fish ($2.00 for 10 days). 
Weunting fees are $25 (except fur bearing animals), 
$15 (except deer, turkey and fur bearing animals) 
and $50 (to hunt or trap fur-bearers commercially). 

® Sightseeing — Points of interest include the 
scenic regions of the Ozark Mountains, Hot Springs, 
McArthur Park and the territorial restorations in 
Little Rock. 

® Vital Statisties—Arkansas joined the union 
in 1836, ranks'26th in area among the 48 and 3ist 
in population. ‘The capital and largest city is 
Little Rock (102,000) but there are 11 other cities 
of over 10,000.

ICTOR’S release of Puccini’s “Il Tabarro” (The Cloak) is 
further evidence that almost everything has been re- 
corded at least once, This rather nasty, grisly one-acter has a 
very limited appeal, even to ardent devotees of opera. Dramatically 
it is nothing more than the murder of a lover by an outraged husband. 
Musically it is not very substantial—to put it rather kindly. 

The explanation for RCA’s enterprise in adding a second Tabarro 
to the adequate one already available on records is doubtless to be 
found in the fact that RCA Victor could employ (on LM-2057, $3.98) 
the eminently satisfactory services of Tito Gobbi as Michele, the 
wronged husband. But even Gobbi’s fine baritone does not come 
through as effectively as it should, although ~ gee must be made 
for many passages which frankly are just dul ; 

Other singers—Margaret Mas as Giorgetta, os wife, and Giacinto 
Prandelli as Luigi, the-lover, perform competently. The conducting 
of Vincenzo Bellezza is powerful. Put them all together, however, 
and the moral is that no performers can make music without help 
from a composer, The sound is good, and the record is accompanied 
by an Italian-English libretto.

CARLOS SURINACH is an important modern composer to whorfl 
M-G-M records has paid (or possibly overpaid) proper homage. Much 
of his music has been recorded by that company and Surinach fre- 
quently conducts for it. M-G-M’s latest release (E-3419, $3.98), en- 
titled Music by Carlos Surinach, is actually a collection of his pieces 
previously released in other combinations on the M-G-M label.

For Soap 


UST an average cake of soap 
has many uses. For example: 

To make pins and needles go 
through material easily, first stick 
them into a bar of soap. 

To bridge a gap or crack on the 
outside of the bathtub or washtub, 
fill the space with soap. This is 
a temporary measure until perma- 
nent repairs can be made. 

To facilitate washing soot from 
pans and pots after cooking out- 
doors, coat their bottom surfaces 
with soap in advance. The soot 
will wash off with the soap after- 
wards. 

To loosen a tight ring, rub soap 
over the finger above and below 
the ring. It will slide off when 
the hand is washed. 

To make a saw slide. smoothly 
and easily, coat both sides with 
soap. The cutting edge will go 
through any wood much faster. 

To improve the sliding surface 
on shovels and sled runners, rub 
generously with soap. 

To cut down on sock-darning, 
rub a little damp’ soap inside the 
heels and toes of clean socks and 
let it dry. Repeat after each 
washing. 

To halt squeaks in floor boards, 
work a little moist soap into the 
cracks between the boards.

Why on earth, to reduce the 
populer expressions to a mild 
euphemism, should gasoline prices 
go — there is an admitted

Speaking for a mere four million 
motorists (just whether they told 
him’to speak or not isn’t men- 
tioned) Harry T. Kirk, president 
of the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation, spared no words, original 


or borrowed. 
“The oil industries own statistics 
show,” said. Mr. Kirk in wrath 


which is generally admitted to be 
fairly righteous, “that almost 187 
million barrels of gzsoline are on 
hand which exceeds last year’s in- 
ventory by almost 18 million bar- 
rels,. This is about a sixty day sup- 
ply under normal consumption. A 
30 day supply is average.” 

Now, just how can you apply the 
good old law of supply and de- 
mand, which is always displzyed in 
neon lights whenever the Govern- 
ment bashfully suggests somebody 
is getting away with a little more 
than ‘the traffic will grin and bear. 

Don’t worry. The oil industry 
came right back. 

Where did it get its statistics? 
From some great, overfed capital- 
istic institution? Oh; no. From the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics of the 
Department of Labor of the United 
States Government, no less. 

These figures were carefully com- 
piled by the institution which is 
supposed to shield the rights of la- 
bor (and who isn’t?) which is usual- 
ly supposed to include the consum- 
er since workers consume a lot of 
things beside pay envelopes, The 
price of gasoline, it appears, on 
Jan, 1, 1957, was about the same 
as on Jan. 3, 1956. Thet in itself 
will cause eyebrows to rise. How 
can any respectable price be ex- 
pected to remain the same from 
one year to the next? Certainly no 
consumer would like it if the auto- 
motive industry tried to palm off

“we Were told,” says Mr. Kirk, 
with a cynical leer, “that an in- 
crease in the price of crude oil was 
necessary to get increased produc- 
tion. But now we learn that in 
Texas, where some 45 percent is 
produced, the Railrozd Commission 
has ordered a production cutback.” 

Then Mr. Kirk tossed in some 
statistics of his own which include 
you and me, for whom he is sup- 
posed ot be speaking, 

“America -motorists,” he ob- 
serves, “account for some 500 bil- 
lion vehicle miles per year.

Europe in December was only .07 
percent above the level of a year 
ago.” 

The President must heve been 
right when he said both industry 
and labor must exercise restraint 
or they would both be hoisted by 
their own petard and dropped with

DESPITE a drop in number of fishing licenses sold, last year again 
saw a new record set for the total fishing and hunting licenses held 


in the United States. 

Fish and Wildlife Service report- 
ed this week that during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1956 there 
were 33,163,831 hunting and fish- 
ing license holders in the country, 
an increase of 117,470 over the 
previous record of the year before. 

Hunting licenses went up 270,- 
196, fishing down 152,826. But fish- 
ing still.remained the most popular 
sport, with a. total of 18,701,983 
licenses sold against 14,461,848 for 
hunting. 

California replaced Minnesota as 
top. ranking state in. fishing li- 
censes, but Michigan, the only state 
to record more than a_ million 
hunting license sales, retained its 
lead in hunting. New York was sec- 
end in hunting, Pennsylvania third. 


Minnesota and Michigan were sec-| 4 


ond and third behind California 
in Fishing licenses. 


Yellow Is Safest 


Final results of the recent field 
tests at Fort Lewis, according to 
test director Col. E. F. Sloan 
(Ret.), have confirmed that yellow 
is the safest color for hunting 
wear. 

The tests in the Fort Lewis area 
were part of a series begun last 
summer at Fort Ord. 

Sloan said results obtained in 
the heavy timber of the Lewis 
reservation favored yellow even 
more decisively than did the Ord 
tésts. Trees and brush at Ord in 
general are a lighter green than 
Washington’s firs and cedars. 

The experiments at both posts 
used two teams of soldiers, one 
with normal sight, the other with 
some degree of color blindness.

pect to reach at least the grade of 
Major., 

The subcommittee, headed by 
Rep. Paul J. Kilday (D., Tex.), has 
delayed its executive consideration 
of the bill, HR 2460, for a week. 
But it is expected to approve the 
‘measure, with perhaps some minor 
changes. 

The subcommittee wanted assur- 
ance thet increasing the number 
of majors would not increase the 
number of supervisory positions, 
thus requiring a larger corps of 
nurses. 


The group also showed some re- 
sistance to the proposal to reduce 
mandatory retirement age. At pres- 
ent, retirement is mandatory at age 
60, but the Secretary has author- 
ity to retire at age 55 or on 20 
yeers’ service, whichever is later. 
Under the bill, retirement would 
bé mandatory for majors after 25- 
28 years of service, for lieutenant 
colonels after 28-30 years service, 
and for colonels after 30 years 
service or five years in grade. 

This would have the effect of 
forcing retirement for many wom- 
en, particularly in the grade of 
major, earlier then is now the case. 
Since the services claim the bill is 
needed to counteract the shortage 
of nurses, some Congressmen took 
a dim view of forcing out nurses 
before their usefulness was ended. 

The service spokesmen said the 
atirition was needed to keep a 
steady flow of promotions. 

It came out at the hearings that 
the Army will force out some 180 
Reserve nurses at age 55—and they 
will be forced out even if the bill 
passes. Some of the nurses being 
let go have written letters ahd téle- 
grams to committee members.

HERE ARE SOME other changes 
that would be made under the bill 
by the Army: 

® Initial appointments in the 
Regular Corps in the grade of cap- 
tain (now limited to first lieuten- 
ant). Would take in women under 
39, include those with World War 
Il service. It would make 813 Re- 
serve nurses and medical special- 
ists eligible for Regular appoint 
ments, 

® Regular corps of 2500 nurses 
end 350 medical specialists, to in- 
clude five colonels and 107 lieuten- 
ant colonels in the Nurse Corps, 
one colonel and 20 lieutenant 
colonels in the Medical Specialist 
Corps. 

® The following promotions to 
permanent positions in the Regu- 
lars during’ fiscal ’58—if the bill 
passes: three colonels, 50 lieuten- 
ant colonels, 894 majors in the 
Nurse’. Corps. Ten - lieutenant 
colonels atd 72 majors‘in the Med- 
ical Specialist Corps. 

® Mandatory retirements, 
through fiscal 1962, of eight 
colonels, 69 lieutenant colonels, 
and 104 majors in both corps. 


© Retirement pay would be 
computed on years creditable for 
pay purposes instead of active fed- 
eral service as at present, This 
means Reserve time could be 
counted.

A. No. VA Form 9-1606 must be 
filled out by a physician, because 
there may be-some things which a 
reenlistment physical would not 
cover which are required by VA.

PER DIEM OR 
NOT PER DIEM 


AUTHORIZATION for a per diem 

pay allowance varies consider- 
ably under different travel condi- 
tions. For example, there is a wide 
difference between 2 permanent 
change of station (PCS) move and 
being sent on temporary duty 
(TDY). 

If an enlisted man makes a PCS 
move by government furnished 
transportation, he may be author- 
ized a per diem of $9 per day. If 
he travels in his own car he is paid 
mileage instead—6 cents per mile 
in the United States, plus milezcge 
for any dependents he takes with 


him. Mileage is in lieu of a per 
diem. He cannot draw both. 

Travel on TDY is more compli- 
cated. He may get both. If he uses 
some means of non-government 
transportation he may receive 5 
cents per mile for the official dis- 
tance plus the per diem. If he is 
authorized to use his own car, he 
gets 7 cents per mile and the per 
diem in addition. If government 
transportation is supplied he gets 
the per diem only—$9 per day 
while traveling, or $12 per day 
while staying in a hotel or other 
domicile. 

* . * 

WHEN ON authorized leave, 
delay en route when classified as 
leave, or proceed time, he cannot 
draw a per diem. When he is dis- 
charged or separated from active 
duty, and is paid e lump sum for 
his accrued leave, he receives an 
additional sum over his base pay 
of 70 cents per day for subsistence, 
and also in the upper grades $1.25 
per day if he has dependents. These 
are allowances—not a per diem. 

There are meny circumstances 
about which there may be con- 
fusion regarding per diem, mileage, 
transportation allowance, and sub- 
sistence and quarters allowances. 
The Joint Travel Regulations go 
far in straightening the matter out, 
but are somewhet confusing to one 
who is not familiar with all their 
ramifications. With regard to a per 
diem, he is somewhat like a man 
going round and around in a re- 
volving door. At one moment he is 
in the building, then he is outside, 
and the next moment he is back 
agein. MAURICE S. WHITE

arrangement hard. The group will 
urge that it be enacted into law.

A JOINT-SERVICE study. group 
delved into the contract idea over 
a year ago, with the idea of apply- 
ing it mainly for flying officers. 
The Cordiner Committee took over 
the earlier study and now recom- 
mends contract authority for each 
service without reference to rated 
or non-rated officers. 

The officer contract program ree- 
ommended is not expensive, in com- 
parison with Cordiner’s general 
pay overhaul. Cordiner estimates 
no cost during the first year of op- 
eration, increasing gradually to an 
annual expenditure of about $24 
million. 

But the savings estimates — 
brought about by increased officer 
retention, less replacement train- 

, etc.—would ultimately hit $300 
million annually, the staff study 
states. (These are considered 
rough figures and may be altered 
after further examination by the 
services. ) 

The exhaustive contract staff 
study declares that the proposi- 
tion will enhance the augmenta- 
tion program. The claim is that 
as young officers extend for a 
few years under contracts, they 
will become “more highly career 
motivated,” vie for Regular, and 
if accepted, will willingly sur- 
render their accrued contract 
money in lieu of the larger bene- 
fits of a full-time military ca- 





reer. 

It should be stressed that under | 
the proposal, officers having ac-| 
crued contract money would gur-| 
render it on accepting a Regular 
commission. Contract bonuses are 
paid only at “terminal release” 
from service. 

” ot e 

DETAILS of the proposal as 
spelled out by the Cordiner Com- 
mittee study, complete with back- 
ground and discussion, follow: 

The services require large per-. 
centages of non-Regular officers, 
particularly in the junior grades. 

Reason more non-Regulars are 
net signing for a longer service 
is lack of security. They can be 
thrown out at any time, to start 
civilian life at an advanced age.

tention contracts” for varying per- 
iods consistent with individual serv- 
ice needs. 

Payments would be calculated at 
two months’ base pay at time of 
release multiplied by years of ac- 
tive commissioned service credit- 
able for term retention payments. 

An officer serving on AD under 
contract for less than ‘six years 
would be credted only for the 
total number of years under con- 
tract. 
® An officer serving on active 
duty under contract for six years 
or more would be credited for 
total years under contracts PLUS 
not more than three of his years of 
active duty performed immediately 
before entering under contract. 

® Officers would not receive re- 
adjustment pay for any period for 
which they receive credit for con- 
tract pay. But they may, if other- 
wise eligible, receive readjustment 
pay for periods served without 
benefit of contract. In no case 
shall the total payments—readjust- 
ments and contract pays — exceed 
24 months’ base pay. 

© Services will determine length 
on contracts and decide when they 
are renewable. They could be of- 
fered at any period after entry on 
active duty. 

® Officers serving an initial 
contract who leave active duty 
voluntarily before conspletion of 
contract would not receive any 
bonus money, 

® Officers involuntarily released | 
during the period of a contract 
(other than for cause) would not | 
receive credit for the incomplete 
portion of their current contract, 
but apparently would keep that al- 
ready accrued. 

® In wartime, when Reservists 
were ordered up involuntarily, con- 
tracts would be suspended.and con- 
tract money already accumulated 
would be pro-rated for peacetime 
service. 

® Contracts would not apply. to 
Officers already receiving “incen- 
tive” bonuses, like doctors. and 
dentists, 

® Contract payments would not 





go to any officer released for pro- 
fessional or moral dereliction, re-| 
signing fog his own convenience, on | 
earning 20-year retirement, and ap-| 
pointed Regular. But acceptance of 


|econtract money would not deprive | 


an officers of retirement benefits | 
he might earn in the future (Title 
III, for example).

Both North Korean and Chinese 
troops were masters at quick, 
paralyzing blows in unlikely spots. 

“This is because no unit can 
defend itself in’ all places at all 
times,” Sgt. Roy Hogston, “the in- 
structor, says. “And believe . me, 
guerillas know this.” 

To overcome this, patrols are a 
must. “They’re the closest thing 
we have to being in all the places 
at the same time.” 

Sgt. Hogston said innocent look- 
ing civilians are often guerillas. 
Under long Oriental. clothes, ex- 
plosives and even sub-machineguns 
and rifles can be hidden. 

“At night, these people become 
soldiers again. They raid ammo 


dumps, fuel storage areas and 
headquarters units.” 
The guerilla’s type of war is 


about the safest in the business. 
Surprise is on his side and by 
the time the enemy has recovered, 
he’s gone.
